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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Eguchi 
(5359337). 

Regarding Claim 1, Eguchi shows an antenna device in Figures 1-4, comprising 
an antenna 146, a first rotation shaft 150 for enabling angular displacements of 
the antenna in a first direction (e.g., AZ), and a second rotation shaft 160 for 
enabling angular displacements of the antenna in the second direction 
independent from the angular displacements of the antenna in the first direction, 
all arranged as claimed. 



3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 



4. Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Eguchi (5359337) in view of Kitsuda et al (4728962). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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As noted above, Eguchi is cited showing the claimed structure, and further 
includes a platform 144 for supporting the antenna 146, an internal frame 148 
(Fig. 3, and Figures 1 and 2 also show multiple frames defining gimbals), an 
external frame 112 connected to the platform through the second rotation shaft 
160. No ground plane and feeders are shown as the specific microstrip antenna 
is not critical. Thus, Regarding Claim 2, Kitsuda et al are cited as showing a 
tiltable microstrip antenna in Fig. 4 with a ground plane where the feed line is 
connected to a connector that respectively connects the antenna strip 13 and 
ground plane 14. It would have been obvious to employ such an antenna in the 
Eguchi arrangement of rotation. Regarding Claim 3, since motors are employed 
for rotation, EM force is obtained. 



5. Claim 4 is allowed.
